Pawed Over By Technicians 


Gold clause decision of the U. S. Supreme Court, Febru- 
ary 18, 1935, will be pawed over by technicians, examined | 
microscopically by legalists, for weeks and_months in the 
future. It is proper that this be done. - 

But don't lose perspective. Inflation is the product of a 
set of forces which can be seen better through the telescope 
than through the microscope. 

Inflation is coming, not because of the gold clause de- 
cision, and not despite it, but because of a long accumulation 
of causes, circumstances, conditions and incidents, of which 
the gold clause decision is merely one,—the latest. The ef- 
tect of the decision is more negative than positive. It does 
not cause inflation. It does not greatly speed the processes 
of inflation. It does not create any new materials of infla- 
tion. It merely removes one of the previous doubts concern-

True, I mingle 
among the experts, the technicians, but my thought is not 
for them or their pure thinking, but for you and the applica- 
tion of high theory to your workaday problems. I am more 
apt to be flat-footed than fancy.

CAR FARES UP AGAIN 

Alderman Margaret Crang has a motion be- 
fore the Council for a straight five-cent car fare. 
Today a single fare is ten cents cash, four 
tickets for twenty-five cents or twenty tickets 
for one dollar. 

The great majority who most need the five- 
cent fare cannot afford to pay out the twenty- 
five cents or the dollar at one time. 

Several stores buy books of tickets and sell 
the tickets at five cents each as a service to 
their customers. Why should such a condition 
be necessary? 

The argument used is that a loss in revenue 
May result if a change is made in the present 
method. Against this argument it is reasonable 
to assume many fares are lost through many 
Citizens walking short distances when they 
would use the street car if the fare was only 
five cents. 

Alderman Crang’s motion for a straight five- 
cent fare should receive unanimous approval 
of the Council. It will end the unjust discrim- 
ination now existing between citizens using a 
publicly owned utility, and add to instead of 
detract from, the street railway services. 


THE RUSE THAT FAILED 
Counselled by his followers with remarkable 
unanimity, Mr. Aberhart has politely, but pos- 
itively declined to play 1g a pro- 
vincial Social Credit plan which the Govern- 
ment has no intention of trying to put into 
operation, and which the Ministers are pro- 
claiming, with the voice of the ex-Premier, they

could not possibly put into effect if they did 
want to. 
Whatever his qualifications as an economist, 


the Social Credit leader is not the easy mark he 
was taken to be. He was invited, with a proper 
display of ceremonious insincerity, to set up a 
target for the Ministers and their supporters to 
shoot holes in. The hope no doubt being that 
discussion during the election cempaign could 
be shifted from the record of the Government 
to the defects of the Aberhart plan. 

Mr. Aberhart’s refusal to oblige leaves this 
diversion strategy in a state of collapse. There 
will be no Aberhart plan to draw the fire and 
divert the attention of the public. The election 
issue, so far as concerns the Government, is not 
to be the academic mistakes of Mr. Aberhart 
but the very realistic and frightfully costly 
mistakes of the Brownlee-Reid administration. 


GETTING OUT

At the end of five 
years supposed wrestling with the unemploy- 
ment problem, on the part of parliament and 
the legislatures, they are only monuments to 
bankrupt statesmen. 

Is it supposed that thousands of young 
Canadians are going to spend their lives in 
these camps, working for the Government for 
nothing? The answer is: they won't. They are 
quitting the camps now. What is to be done 
about it? 


TWIN VICTIMS OF DECEPTION 
When the Government invited Major Doug- 
las to come to Alberta and lighten its darkness 
on financial matters, the Major—not unnatur- 
ally—enquired what powers the legislature had 
to put into effect any changes he might suggest. 
The Premier replied¢hat the Government didn't 
know, but would send along “what opinions we 
have,” a statement vaguely suggestive that the 
opinions on hand didn’t amount to much. 

That deficiency in worth while opinions o 
the subject was made good on Friday, wher 
Dean Weir of the department of law, and Prof 
Elliott of the economics department of the Uni- 


versity, appeared before the agriculture com- 
mittee. They told the committee several things 
which, while bearing directly on Mr. Aberhart’s 
theory, also define the position of the province 
in relation to Social Credit proposals generally. 

For one thing, the committee was told the 
province cannot issue anything in the nature of 
a substitute for money. 

For another, the debts of the province abroad 
and the purchases Albertans make outside the 
province must be paid in real money. 

Further, Social Credit certificates would 
have to be cancelled out by taxation, which 
would consume 60 per cent of the total Value of 
production in 1930 if the certificates were issued 
in the amounts suggested by Mr. Aberhart. 

Also, it is a punishable offence to try to issue 
money substitutes. 

Still more, it would be illegal to take any 
farmer's wheat—or other commodity—at a fixed 
“just price.” 

These declarations, from men whose opin- 
ions have to be respected, throw a flood of light 
on the possibility of establishing any sort of 
provincial Social Credit system. Their plain 
meaning seems to be that the legislature has no 
power to set up any such system. 

In view of this presentation, is Major Doug- 
las still to be brought to Alberta on what must 
apparently turn out to be a “wild goose chase?” 
And why were not the views of accredited 
authorities on the constitutional question 
secured before he was engaged? 

The remaining and pertinent question is: 
Who is being most unfairly dealt with, Major 
Douglas or the taxpayer of Alberta? On the 
above showing the Major has been employed, 
without such understanding on his part, to come 
here and do something impossible; while the 
taxpayer is to be made pay $13,000 for the boot- 
less performance.

Several reasons have been advanced to ex- 
plain the fondness of Ellsworth M. Statler, 
founder of the huge hotel system that bears 
his name, for adopting children, The one given 
most credence is that he had a superstition 
that if he adopted a child whenever he opened 
a new hotel, it would bring luck to the hotel. 


Rather a pretty superstition isn’t it. 

Elva and a little chap who was given the 
name Ellsworth were adopted on the same 
day in 1913 when both were under one year 
in age. As both birthdays were recorded as 
June 7, 1912, it was believed by many friends 
that the pair were twin brother and sister, 
though no statement on the matter was ever 
made by their foster-parents. None of Statler's 
adopted children were ever afforded the slight- 
est clue to their parentage.

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Secondary Anemia 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The word anemia means lack of blood, how- 
ever, for convenience, sevéral different types of 
anemia are classified, Doctors refer to per- 
nicious anemia, secondary anemia and so on. 
A fairly new classification is one termed “nutri- 
tional anemia” where the patient does not 
receive enough blood-build- 
ing material. 

In determining that sec- 
ondary anemia is present, a 
blood test will be made which 
shows that the red blood cells 
are low and that the hemo- 
globin or red coloring which 
gives them their red color, is 
also reduced. In normal 
blood. the red cells run about 
five million in a man and 
about four and a half million 
in a woman. In secondary anemia, the red cells 
fall below these figures and the more severe 
the case, the lower the red cells. In a mild case 
of about average severity, the blood count 
comes back marked four million. 

Secondary anemia is found associated with 
some other cause; the cause may be a pus 
pocket at the root of a tooth, in the sinus cav- 
ities, on the tonsils, in the lungs or elsewhere. 
Or, this kind of anemia may be found in some 
forms of nephritis. The best method of treat- 
ment is to locate the cause and remove it. The 
cause should be determined by a careful exam- 
ination including the blood test, a test of the 
liquid from the kidneys, and many others. 

Secondary anemia may be discovered in the 
expectant mother and if the red blood cells are 
exceedingly low, this means that the patient 
needs special attention. Any continued bleeding 
from any part of the body may also produce 
secondary anemia. 

In a healthy human being, as fast as the old 
red blood cells die, they are replaced by new 
ones. It has been estimated that the average 
life of a red cell is about one month. The bal- 
ance is adjusted so delicately that the correct 
number of red blood cells is maintained at all 
times. 

In studying the causes of secondary anemia 
we must consider the following: l—a lack of 
blood-building material in the diet, including a 
lack of iron; 2-—a failure of the body to make 
good use of the blood-building materials as 
eaten; 3—loss of blood. 

The symptoms of secondary anemia include 
all of the following and while any of these 
symptoms may be lacking in a given case, they 
are frequently encountered by a doctor in gen- 
eral practice who talks over with the anemic 
patient how he feels. The common symptoms 
are: weakness, rapid heart beat, shortness of 
breath, faintness, ringing noise the ears, lack 
of appetite, irritability, sleeplessness, low blood 
pressure, cold hands and feet with perhaps a 
tingling or numb _ sensation, headache and 
digestive upsets. The patient troubled 
by a sore tongue and may or may not appear

pale. 
Undoubtedly, many women are anemic and 
feel far below normal. The patient tires easily 


and because she is irritated in spite of herself, 
she finds it hard to make a happy home life. 
This leads to endless misunderstandings. Th 
patient may blame her trouble on her “nerves.” 
What she should realize is that the nervousness 
will be banished when the blood is built back 
up so that the nerves are properly fed by a 
normal blood stream. At the same time that the 
nerves benefit, the general health as a whole 
will improve.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1904 central On- 
tario was swept by one of the 
worst snow storms in its history, 
for so late a period of the year. 
It came as a distinct surprise, for 
the weather the previous week 
had been quite spring-like; many 
flowers had budded and the trees 
were sprouting their spring 
foliage. 

In fact so advanced was the 
“spring” that the Hamilton 
Steamboat Company, which then 
ran two boats daily between 
Hamilton and Toronto, had ad- 
vertised the opening trip of the 
season for the 16th, Just before 
the storm broke there was a sud- 
den freeze up; the lakes which 
had been shedding their winter's

ice suddenly froze again, and 
there were several inches of ice 
in both Hamilton and Toronto 
bays. 

Railway and street car traffic 
all over Ontario was badly block- 
ed. Snow plows which had been 
put away were rushed out, but 
could do little good so fierce was 
the snow, heavy and hard to 
combat. Rail communication be- 
tween Toronto and Hamilton was 
interrupted for nearly a day. 

Roads in the country sections 
were blocked and the birds won- 
dered what sort of a country they 
had come north to spend the 
summer in. Luckily the cold was 
of brief duration and within a 
week there was little trace of the 
blizzard of April 15, 1904.

MONEY POWER BEHIND 
ARMAMENTS 
Mr. Mackenzie King spoke 
again in the House of Commons 
y on the necessity of 


mating “the whole business 
of the manufacture and sale and 
distribution of munitions of war 
and armaments.’ He _ believed 
that Canadian action would help 
to inspire a general policy in this 
direction to govern British coun- 
tries, 

With the mensce of war draw- 
ing ever nearer, statesmanship in 
one of the democratic nations 
may be moved at last to strike 
out for national freedom from the 
interlocking control of monty 
power behind armaments. 
evidence of this relationship be- 
tween steel and gold is over- 
whelming. At this moment, the 
most profitable avenue of for- 
eign investment is the interna- 
tional armament business. While 
other industries are depressed, 
mines, mills and _ factories are 
yielding dividends on foreign 
loans in the business of mass 
murder. 

From Japan across the world to 
Ethiopia, from South America to 
Central Europe, international 
armament agents are busy. Peo- 
ple are deceived into regarding 
the business as respectable, how- 
ever, because it is highly fi- 
nanced. 

The blood relationship of inter- 
national financing houses to the 
armament traffic is seldom ever 
exposed by lIcaders of opinion in 
politics, The defunct disarma- 
ment conference at Geneva talk- 
ed about everything else but the 
cash nexus between central banks 
and armament corporations. The 
League of Nations is apparently 
no more free, perhaps even less 
free, than the government of any 
one country to show up the oper- 
ations of big money behind the 
sale of war munitions, 

s ore 

The air minister of France an- 
nounced in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties last Tuesday that the French 
air bombing fleet will be tripled 
in strength. Its cruising radius 
is to be doubled and its next 
squadron equipped with “a gun 
that foreign aviators will envy.” 
This expansion of French arma- 
ments will assure fat profits to 
international money houses in 
Paris. Incidentally Premier 
din announced 
ment would defend with the same 
vigor both “tne problem of se- 
curity and thar of the gold stand- 
ard.” 

Exactly as in the years before 
1914, the performance of interna- 
tional money power behind arm- 
aments is being repeated. 
many comes forward with new 
votes (money borrowed from pri- 
vate financial sources) for arma- 
ments. France replies with in- 
creased military expenditure sim- 
ilarly financed from interlocking 
dealers in national debt. Great 
Britain, Italy and other countries 


are compelled to follow suit. 
. . . 


The prime minister of Hun- 
gary, Julius Goemboes, has an- 
nounced from Budapest that 
Hungary will ask the League of 
Nations for equality of rights in 
armaments. He said: 

Let us hope that, 
our Italian friends 
who have shown themselves 
hitherto to be our friends, we 
shall reach our goal 

With international finance 
strongly represented in positions 
of influence behind the League 
ot Nations, the prospects of an 
crease in the aiinament traffic in 
Hungary are promising. It will 
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doubtless be necessary to bring 
about agreement between rival 
financial interests before the 
Hungarian market for munitions 
can be fully exploited. 

The Hungarian statesmen have 
been quarrelling among them- 
selves over alleged cases of po- 
litical corruption, but there is no 
need to go into the details of 
Hungarian politics. Everywhere 
in Central Europe where the 
armament traffic is bein promot- 
ed, through grafting statesmen, it 
is based on the operations of 
international finance. British, 
German and French armament 
interests, backed by financial 
groups in London, Berlin and 
Paris, are competing fiercely for 
business in Roumania, Austria 
and the Balkan countries, 


e ek¢ 


Sir Philip Sassoon, British un- 
der-secretary for air, shed an ine 
teresting sidelight on this inter- 
national business in the House of 
Commons recently. In answer to 
a question about foreign officers 
being trained by the Royal Air 
Force, he replied that since 1919 
some two hundred had been 
trained, the most numerously 
represented countries being 
Egypt, Iraq and Greece, Sir 
Philip explained this business of 
training foreign officers in the 
Royal Air Force as merely diplo- 
matic courtesy. A. British trade 
paper, The Aeroplane, remarked: 

We may add that, apart from 
diplomatic courtesy, foreign of- 
ficers who have been trained 
in British aeroplanes are likely 
to influence their services at 
home to buy British aero- 
planes, because they know how 
good them are, and are familiar 
with their flying qualities. Also 
we teach officers of foreign 
countries which are likely to 
be allied to us in future wars, 
so that they know our service 
methods, and will be more 
easily able to co-operate with 
the RAF 

The groundwork is being laid 
for the next war in the air, The 
armament traffic in the Far East, 
with rivalry between American, 
British, European and Japanese 
financial houses for the business, 
is as charged with dynamite as 
the rivalry in Central Europe. 

owe 

Japan is planning to favor 
China with a loan of 100 million 
dollars. In return for this loan 
the Chinese are to accept Japan- 
ese “guidance.” All foreign mil- 
itary instructors are to be dis- 
missed. This removal of foreign 
military instructors from China 
has been described by one ob- 
server as a “blow below the belt 
at the European arms salesmen, 
now doing a roaring trade.” Eu- 
ropean bondholders are alarmed 
at this move on the part of Japan 
to “guide” Chinese policy. It 
would be the beginning of the 
end of Chinese interest payments 
on bonds held in Western coun- 
tries, 

By withdrawing from the 
League of Nations, Japan can 
press this poliey upon China 
without having to go through the 
humbug of co-operating finane 
cially on the sham basis of inter- 
national “goodwill.” Germany is 
similarly free to operate from 
Berlin without sending statesmen 
to make financial deals at Geneva 


or Basle, But the League of 
Nations has apparently never 
heard of the interlocking rela- 


tions between armaments and in- 
ternational finance, nor will Can- 
ada ever hear of it officially 
until the path of inquiry as in- 
dicated by Mr, Mackenzie King 
hase been more thoroughly ex- 
plored —Ottawa Citizen, 
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According to the March, 1935, letter of the Royal Bank of 
Canada, certain questions and answers were set out by Mr. J. B. | 
Pease, chairman of Lloyds Bank (one of the big five banks in 


England) as follows: 


“Why cannot we pay our debts to America? Because she will 
not take our goods in payment. Why was Australia unable to 
send her barley to Belgium? Because she refused to accept Bel- 
gian glass. Why could not we sell our coal to Italy, and why 
were thousands of our miners idle in consequence? Because we 
would not buy Italian marble. Why cannot Manchester sell her 
goods to South America? Because exchange restrictions in those 
countries prevent the dispatch of the purchase price.” 


Just one more question and answer will complete the political 
economy knowledge necessary for all purposes in the Canada of 
today, Why are two million pe®ple on relief in Canada today and 
why are two million more people in acute financial distress? 
Because our insane tariffs and dump duties have turned our 
international customers into active commercial enemies, so that
